famine, and lookiog eagerly to the Government 
for lire means of mitigating -.he sutfisring that 
there seema no chauca of wholly escuping 
from, It is all very well to tell an Irishman 
that potatoes arc not nutrUioua in proportion to 
their bulk, and Ihnt he will acquire more 
gluten, phosphorus, fa, from a pound of poaa 
thnn from four pounds of potatoes. Hia an- 
swer will be, thai he has relied upon his patch 
of potatoes, which havo failed, and that he hat 
neither peas, starch, mau^&h]-wur?^l, burnt 
bones, nnr any other articles in Dr, Buckland's 
proposed bill of fare, to subsist upon, Homo 
allowance also must be made for hubit, and it 
is not such an easy manor to persuade the 
ignorant that tlicy will derive proper nourish- 
ment from the food that their cattle buvo been 
hitherto exclusively fed upon. Mangold-wur- 
!•<•!. vthicl) lias been grown for sheep, is recom- 
mended by Dr. Bucklsnd, who calls upon the 
farmers ol England to sell it, as a boon to their 
poor neighboura, aitlmsatno price ni pntutoca. 
The Hour of burnt hones is another of the sub- 
stitutes for food whichiaslrongly rccommdndeii 
iu the docutnent ta whioh wo have refurred, 
and which appsrem'T proceeds on tho suppo- 
sition Ihat starvation will giro human beings 
an appetite for almost nny thing. The ease of 
the famished paupers atAndoverwae prohcbly 
fn tho recollection of Dr. Budthmd when ha 
proposed some of tho articles which wo Und 
suggested as food for the poor during the np< 
proaohingapprehcndedBoarclly, There are a few 
propositions in the paper to which wo have at 
lu lied that are not objectionable on lho ground of 
their being revolting to the tnilco end habile ol 
human beings, like most of the suggestions we 
hare already called attention to. Dr. Buckland 
talks about "a polar party that travelled for 
nearly a fortnight without food, auatnlning liia 
by drinking warm watej nnd sleeping in 
blankets, with their feet round a. Sire." Such an 
expedient as this may have been necessary in the 
case of a polar party temporarily cut otf from 
supply ; but there is something monstrous in 
the piofosition to put a. whole nation upon 
warm water, to say nothing of that portion of 
the project which requires blunkels and n lire 
that are not usually within the reach of a 
famished people. The " woman of Tutbury " 
:» also cited at en ill ustreti on of how feeding 
may be accomplished in (he absence of any thing 
to cat, for we are told by Dr, Huckland that 
this *' woman of Tutbury ' lived for daya nnd 
weeks by sucking tho starch nut of her pocket 
handkerchief. Wo can scarcely atfurd to smile 
at thia trilling, when we consider the nwful 
gravity of lho subject to which it rofuta. We 
regret that a greil national calamity she nld he 
met by nothing better than * aeries of seieutifio 
speculations that might ecrvo as an entertaining 
pastime nt any other period than tiro present. 
The erisiB In which we now are is not n fit sub- 
ject for ingenious calculations as to tho rela- 
tive quantities of gluteu in peas and potatoes, 
nor lor antiquarian researches into lho ques- 
tion whether the people of JSngland lived throe 
hundred years agi upon peas-pudding. Pr, 
Buckland has quoted a nursery couplet to 
proya the feat, and seems to think lie hat suc- 
ceeded in finding a remedy fot the dreadful 
evil, when he refers triumphantly to the 
lint)—

If soap sets as on irritant, 
wo must train to its use by beginning with & 
■moll quantity, and iiinroasiug itgroduully, I 
may be asked, what is the beat soap ? I reply 
good white curd soap, without scent, or 
scented only by its contiguity to odorant sub 
ItoncrJB. The usocf soup is certainly calculated 
to preserve the skin in health, to maintain Its 
completion and tone, and prevent it from fall- 
ing into wrinkles ; and if any unpleasant sensa- 
tions arc felt after its use, they may be 
iraniedialely removed by rineing the sur- 
face with water Bllchlly acidulated with lemon-
